greenways and encouraging the stewardship 
of both natural and cultural resources 

JoAnn Joshu Agne, a planner for SIMAPC, 
said about 54 people from the three-county 
area attended 

Many had minor suggestions, and a few 
pointed out inconsistencies or errors in the 
plan. 

“It’s been wonderful, we’ve had standing 
room only ever since noon, so we're thrilled,’’ 
she said. 

The plan is part of a state-wide effort to 
identify_and_preserve. green-spaces- 

The plan cited several benefits of 
greenways, including protecting against 
fll ~ 


joods. 

“‘By protecting floodplains from 
development, greenways protect people and 
property from flood damage,*’ the report said. 

Greenways also enhance-atr quality by 
removing pollutants from the air and cooling 
warm summer temperatures. 

Because of their recreational potential and 
roximity to sipnificant archaeological and 
Ristoric sites and structures,’’ greenways also 
can boost the local economy through tourism 

and attract potential home buyers. 

In the executive summary of the report, it 
stated that the three-county area is ‘rapidly 
losing much of its prized open space to urban 
and suburban sprawl! development.’’ 

One important — and sometimes 
controversial source of greenway space, 
especially bicycle trails — is the 
abandonment of railroad right-of-way. 

When rail lines are formally abandoned, the 
pre erty is split evenly between adjoining 

andowners. 

In what is called “railbanking,”’ after rail 
service is discontinued on a.section of track, 
the line is ‘‘banked’’ for future transportation 
use, including trail development.

However, many property owners view 
railbanking as taking their property, creating 
controversy. 

SIMAPC will continue to receive written 
comments on the plan for the next 30 days. 
After that, it will be sent to IDNR and 
eventually be sent to local governments for 
adoption. 

Agne said Madison County has inore 
existing greenspace — including Southern 
Illinois University at Edwardsville, Horseshoe 
Lake State Park and Cahokia Mounds 
Historic Site. It has also takén great Steps in 
developing bicycle trails through the Madison 
County Transit District 

‘‘*Madison County has a lot of urbanized 
area and has been very successful in creating 
greenspace within their urbanized area, and 
St. Clair is trying to catch up,” she said 

In St. Clair County, Frank Holton State 
Park in East St. Louis is one of the largest 
green spaces available, while the bicycle trail 
plann along the new MetroLink route will 
connect much of the area 

In southern St. Clair and Monroe counties, 
several greenways — primarily bicycle trails 
and bikeable roads are being emphasized, 
along with the Kaskaskia River “blueway.’’ 

Monroe County is considered farther behind 
in greenway development, but because 
development is not moving as quickl; there, 
they have more time. 

Greenway proposals are also controversial 
in Monroe County. At a recent meeting there, 
residents complained about potential “land 

grabs.”’ 

Agne said it is a matter of educating people 
about the importance and potential for 
greenspace. 

“It’s really important to get these spaces to 
be recognized for their significance,’ Agne 
said. ‘‘Whether it’s one of the largest 
hardwood bottoms forests in the state, or 
Falling Springs in Dupo for it3 unique 
waterfall, we need to identify these sites and 
areas that make our community unique.”

Digging up a plant and 
moving it doesn’t have to 
be a death sentence for it, 
although it’s happened far 
too often. Many people 
have tried this procedure, 
only to slowly watch the 
beauty of the plant 
dwindle away to nothing. 
Why does this happen? 
Failure to follow the 
proper procedure. Read 
these tips on how to do it 
and you should be able to 
enjoy healthy, beautiful 
plants just'about 
anywhere in your yard. 


st of all, the best time 
as far as the plant's 
concerned to transplant is 
when it’s still small. It's 
easier for you and the 
plant will recover faster. 
Of course that’s not 
always possible, and more 
often than not you're 
faced with moving a plant 
that’s been around a few 
years. Slightly more work, 
but not a problem. 


First, select the new site 
for the plant and dig the 
hole. This way the plant 
won't be left lying around 
while you choose a site 
and prepare it. Prepare 
the soil exactly as you 
would when planting a 
new tree or shrub. Bone 
meal, for example, should 
be mixed with the soil. 


Carefully dig around the 
base of the plant to be 
moved, but not too'close. 
The distance depends on 
the age of the plant and 
the size of its root system. 
Remember one thing: 
Adequate soil around the 
plant’s roots is very 
important. A plant that is 
moved carefully, with as 
much soil as possible left 
intact has a much better 
chance of survival. Don’t 
overdo it; though, or 
you'll have a tough time 
lifting it. =. :

the least amount of roots 
as you can. Roots supply 
nourishment to the plant, 
and excess removal of 
them can be harmful. 


Keep the roots moist at 
all times. That's why it's 
better to choose a cool, 
overcast day to perform 
this task. On a hot, sunny 
day, you'll have to wet the 
roots more often. 


Don't allow the plant to 
remain out of the ground 
any longer than 
absolutely necessary. 
This is the main reason 
for having the new site 
prepared in advance. 
While the plant is out of 
the ground, its roots 
should not be exposed to 
wind or sunlight. 


Place the plant in its 
new location, following 
the same.steps you did 
when planting it 
originally. Stake it if it’s 
small enough to be 
subjected to wind 
damage. Water it 
thoroughly. 


Here’s a tough rule to 
follow, but it’s important. 
The overall growth of the 
plant should be cut back 
by about a third. If you 
don’t perform this step, 
the tree or shrub may 
look okay at first, but may 
soon go into a relapse. 
Recovery can be delayed 
considerably. By cutting 
the growth back by a 
third, there will be 
sufficient roots to nourish 
the smaller amount of 
plant growth. Wait until 
the plant has gone dor- 
mant before doing any 
cutting, though. Once its 
leaves begin to fall, it's 
safe to do so.

“My grandmother’s 
recipe called specifically 
for that kind of sauce. 
My dad said there wasn’t 
much he could say but 
that he liked it a lot, just 
as he has for the many 
years his mother had 
made it,’’ he said: 

Used for three 
generations, the 
Contadina sauce 
consistently throughout 
the years. 

Another person tried 
the Chef Boyardee sauce 
in a recipe. 

“1’m much more 
familiar with pasta

Imo’s sauce went onto 
prepared pizza crust with 
a blend of mozzarella and 
cheddar cheeses for 
palates that appreciate 
easy-going flavors. 

The pizza baker found 
the sauce less tomato-ish 
than he expected. If it 
cost the same as other 
brands, he thought he 
would buy it, but would 
not spend extra for it. 

Testing the other three 
products was like a 
fill-in-the-blanks game, 
with individual tastes 
determining whether a 
sauce was preferred or 
not, sometimes for 
opposite attributes in the 
same product. 

Some viewed the 
sauces’ texture 
differently. 

*‘When I opened the 
Pastorelli sauce, it was 
more solid in the can. 
Tasting it provided a 
definite oregano flavor, 
something seems more 
pronounced in prepared 
pizza sauces, especially 
in this one,”’ a tester 
said. 

Another thought its 
taste was ‘‘sweet.’’ She 
preferred the tomato 
taste of Ragu, but 
thought it was too thin. 
Contadina ‘‘squeeze’’ won 
her vote for texture, 
although she would add 
extra Italian seasoning. 

Contadina’s squeeze 
bottle got extra votes 
because of its 
convenience. 

“Tf I just purchase the 
sauce for occasional use 
as a snack, I probably 
would get the squeeze 
bottle,”’ a taster said, 
although to use it ina 
meal, he would prefer the 
canned Pastorelli.

Herbal remedies earning more 


acceptance as medicinal tools”

Herbal remedies, 
available everywhere, are 
big business. Bottles of St. 
John’s wort sit next to the 
checkout at a local gas 
station. Imagine the order: 


“Fill ’er 

up,a 
WISE WAYS gailon of

Tl take a treatment for 
depression, too, please.’’ 
Americans spend more 
than $2.5 billion annually on 
herbal remedies. Many 
people question whether 
they are worth the money 
and whether they are safe 
— sometimes in that order. 

Despite being used since 
ancient times, herbal 
remedies as a group lack 
the same research into 
their safety and 
effectiveness as 
prescription and 
over-the-counter drugs in 
this country. 

Deemed ‘‘dietary 
supplements”’ by the U.S. 
Congress in 1994, they 
currently are exempt from 


meeting more rigorous 
standards. Thus, it is not 
the U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration’s task to 
help weed out the good 
from _the ineffective. Until 
the FDA proves a case 
against the product in 
court, herbals can remain 
on the shelf even after 
someone is hurt. 

However, there are 20 to 
30 botanicals with enough 
research to qualify as 4 
over-the-counter drugs — if 
they were allowed by law. 
A presidential commission 
has recommended the FDA 
develop a process to allow 
these to be re-classified. 
Adequately researched 
herbals then could make 
medical claims and would 
be required to list side 
effects. 

Until then, it pays to do 
homework before taking 
any herbals. Here are 
recommendations for using 
them safely: 

* Consult trustworthy 
sources to find out about 
their safety, quality, 
effectiveness, possible side 
effects and drug 


interactions. Some.sources 
are listed at the end of this 
column 

¢ Self-treat with herbs 
only for minor self-limiting 
conditions which normally 
only require 
over-the-counter 
medications. Examples are 
echinacea to stave off a 
cold, or ginger to calm an 
upset stomach. 

« Seek a diagnosis from a 

hysician before taking 
Ferbs, especially for serious 
conditions. Tell the doctor 
about any herbs being 
taken. 

* Stop taking an herb if 
any adverse reactions are 
experienced. Avoid herbs, 
including herbal teas, if 
pregnant or nursing. 

» Multi-herb mixtures 
often contain herbs of 
questionable effectiveness 
and increase the possibility 
of reactions. Stick to single 
herb formulas at first and 
use a minimum dose until 
the response is known. 

» Be patient. Herbs work 
slowly. Do not assume that 
if a little is good, more is 
better. Even large doses of 





something as familiar as 
licorice can cause blood 
pressure. to soar. 

* Take herbs only as 
needed, not continuously. 

Keeping these cautions in 
mind, Environmental 
Nutrition listed the 
following in-tast May’s 
issue as the top 10 herbals 
that can be trusted. They 
were: bilberry, echinacea, 
feverfew, ginger, gingko, 
hawthorn, milk thistle, saw 
palmetto, St. John’s wort 
and valerian.

Squint your eyes when you look at Lincoln’s Town _ 
Car and you can see hints of a classic Jaguar sedan in 
its mouth-shaped grill, sharply rounded roofline and 
curved tail lights. : : 

The Town Car is classically American and much big- 
ger than any Jag ever would be. It uses a full-perime- 
er frame, separate body, single-overhead-cam V-8 

ngine and rear-wheel drive 

ast year it underwent a complete redesign and was 
cloaked with a body that is avast departure from the 
upright and angular look of its predecessor. Some tra- 
ditionalists may miss the old car, with its pillow-soft 
ride, gargantuan trunk and a nose that bobbed over 
bumps like the bow of a ship at sea. But most folks 
will find the new car’s youthful look and lighter han- 
dling more appealing. 

The redesigned Town Car is one prong of a three- 
product strategy aimed at attracting younger buyers 
A mid size Lincoln sports sedan, due for debut later 
his year, and the Navigator sport-utility vehicle are 
the other two. 

Since the entire car was reworked last year, 
upgrades to the Town C. for 1999 have been incre- 
mental, with one exception: Side air bags now are 
mounted in the front seats. - 

On the Executive series, door panels get wood trim 
and the front armrest contains a storage bin. Rear 
armrests have cup holders. Power seal controls are 
now on the door instead of the seat, and the two-tone 
paint scheme is offered. _ 2 . 

Our test car was a refrigerator-white Cartier model, 
with bone-colored léather seats and wood-grain trim on 
the dash. The wood-grain trim adds liveliness and 
warmth to the broad, flat expanse of the instrument 
panel, which has very little Sculpting, in order to pre- 
serve the three-across capability of the front bench 


The instrumentation was a jarring combination of 


white-on-black gauges and bright-green digital read- 
3 


outs for fuel and odometer. The electro-luminescent, 
round-gauge panel from the Continental would seem 
more appropriate for a car in this price category 

The radio is high in the center of the dash, a long 
reach for me, but auxiliary controls on the steering 
wheel made changing stations or volume a simple 
move of my finger on the wheel 

Six can sit inside the Town Car, although most folks 
won’t squeeze themselves quite that tight very often. 
The seats, both front and back, are broad and accom- 
modating. 

The trunk has 20.1 cubic feet, but taking full advan- 
tage of it is tricky because the spare tire partially 
blocks access. With careful packing it will hold a rea- 
sonable amount of luggage; just don’t plan on carrying 
a large box back there 

Mirroring the change to a more youthful exterior, the 
Town Car’s driving dynamics have undergone a similar 
transformation. The ride is still plush, but it feels mor 
controlled and less floaty now. Lincoln says the Watt’s 
Linkage rear suspension improves straight-line track- 
ing and counters the tendency for the vchicle to squat 
under acceleration and dive under braking. 

Mechanically, the Town Car is almost identical to the 
Crown Victoria and Grand Marquis. The 4.6-liter, V-8 
engine puts out 205 horsepower in standard form, but a 
dual exhaust system on the Cartier and Signature 
Touring Sedan models bring that to 220. This engine 
has adequate power and performs smoothly, even 
though it has to haul around about 4,000 pounds. : 

Last year’s redesign of the Town Car was dramatic 
This year’s addition of side air bags fixes one of the 
shortcomings and should improve its safety. 

The base price of the Cartier model I drove was 
$42,825. The Premium package (power moon roof and 
trunk-mounted compact disc player) brought the stick- 
er price to $45,090.

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Gardeners across the state are waiting on 
the first frost to bring an official end to the 
garden season. However, fall is a great time to 
catch up on many tasks and to be thinking 
about next spring 


Here's the top 10 list of things to do this fall: 


CLEAN UP: Now is the ime to remove 
spent plants, escaped weeds and debris. Either 
compost these plant materials or mow or chop 
them up and turn them into the soil. To build a 
.w compost pile, use leaves and lawn 
pings as the ‘‘backbone”’ the pile and 
sod and garden debris with them 
support structures such as 
2s, trellis-fencing, etc. Often, 
spores that cause disease can survive over 
winter in debris left on those structures. These 
spores can then infect next year's crop 















FALL TILLA Take the time when soils 
are dry in the fall to spade and/or tfil the 
garden. This will allow for faster drying and 
in the spring and exposes over-wintering 
i ts in soils to cold temperatures. Also at 
this time, apply and work in any coarse 
organic materials such as chopped leaves or 
rough compost. These will further degrade 
through the winter, especially when in contact 
with the soil. Never work more than 1 to 2 
inches of raw sawdust or bark chips into the 
soil; these will be slow to break down

NEEDED, WORK IN LIME OR SULFUR 

M yi Garden pH 
should range from 6.0-6.8. Lime will bring an 
acidic soil pH up, while sulfur will bring an 
alkaline pH down. The need to drop pH is rare, 
but can be ne ary in a few soil types which 
are naturally high in pH, or when you have 
ided too much lime or wood ash to soils, or if 
you are planting blueberries or azaleas.

MULCHING: Rhubarb, asparagus, 
strawberries, brambles, fall garlic, 
over-wintered spinach, root crops stored 
in-ground and some herbs can all benefit from 
a straw mulch. Apply 2 to 4 inches deep after 
the first killing freeze of the season. 


TAKE TIME TO NOTE WHERE
